It was said the train was fired on 
while moving at a rapid rate through 
Mingo Junction, but that no stop was 
made until this city was reached, the 
wounded men being cared for by the 
detachment of medical troops aboard.

Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of 
the state highway commission, has re- 
ceived official notification from United 
States Secretary of Agriculture Hous- 
ton that the Atlanta-to-Macon highway 
project proposed by the Georgia high- 
way commission for improvement by 
the use of federal funds for state aid 
under the Bankhead act of congress has 
been approved. 

Judge Patterson expects that the 
highway commission will probably be 
able to begin work on the Atlanta- 
Macon highway by October 1. 

There are two details which must 
now be vompleted before work on the 
bighway can begin. 

I'wo Highway Projects. 

The first of these is the approval of 
two other highway projects necessary 
before any of the $135,000, the first 
year appropriation for Georgia, is avail- 
able. These two projects are the Wal- 
ton county project for the construc- 
tion of the highway from Monroe to 
Athens. and the Brooks county or Blue 
Springs project for the construction of 
a highway from Quitman to Valdosta. 
The final details of information asked 
by the federal department are now be- 
fore the secretary of agriculture and 
his approval of these projects is ex- 
pected within the next few days. 

When these projects are approved it 
will then be necessary to place all the 
counties through which any of the 
three projects pass under contract to 
meet the federal appropriation dollar 
for dollar, either in money, materials, 
labor or mavhinery, according to agree- 
ments which the state highway com- 
mission already has from these coun- 
ties. As seon as Judge Pattersgn re- 
ceives notice from Washington that 
all these projects have been approved 
se will immediately ask these counties 
for contracts. 

When these details are completed the 
federal appropriation will immediately 
be available, and the work of construc- 
tion can start at once,

DeKalb Will Improve Shal- 
lowford Highway in Re- 
turn for the Government’s 
Work on Peachtree Road.

DeKalb county has agreed to 


prove the Shallowford highway, 


jing from North Decatur directly to the 


site of the officers’ headquarters at 
Camp Gordon, a distance of seven 
miles. With the road now running be- 
tween Decatur and North Decatur, the 
new highway will assure a direct, im- 
proved road all the way from Decatur 
to the cantonment. 
DeKalb to Do Work. 

The work will be done by DeKalb 
county in return for reconstruction of 
the Peachtree road from the north end 
of the Fulton county line to Camp 
Gordon, which will be financed by the 
federal government. Already the war 
department has agreed to appropriate 
$78,000 for this work. 

Originally it was stipulated by 
government that, in view of its appro- 
priation of $78,000 for the improved 75- 
foot roadway through DeKalb county, 
the latter should supply the teams nec- 
essary for the work. According to an 
announcement from Washington Fri- 
day night, the war department has 
agreed not to exact any help on the 
road from DeKalb county if the coun- 
ty will agree to improve the~highway 
leading from Decatur. 

The dispatch from Washington an- 
nounced that Congressman William 
Schley Howard Friday talked with 
Captain Doten, in charge of roadway 
construction work for the army, and 
that the latter informed the congress- 
man that DeKalb had already agreed 
to the improvement of the Shallowford 
highway in lieu of work on the Peach- 
tree extension.

Plan to Use ‘School Auditorium 
To Eliminate Double Sessions 


To eliminate double sessions in the 
lower rades of the Tenth Street school 
the auditorium of that school will be 
partitiéned into four classrooms and 
installed with heating apparatus at 
once. 

This was the decision of the board 
of education at its meeting Friday 
morning, and, strange to say, the ao- 
tion of the board was taken in direct 
conflict with the attitude of the large 
majorjty of the special committee ap- 
pointed by the board to investigate and 
report upon the matter. This commit- 
tee consisted of Chairman Guinn, Su- 
perintendent Wardlaw, Commissioner 
Eubanks, eigith ward member of the 
board; Councilman Orme, of the eighth 
ward; Mrs. R. M. Walker and Mrs. Wil- 
mer L. Moore. The only member of the 
committee outspoken in favor of cut- 
ting up the auditorium of the Tenth 
Street school for the accommodation of 
the overflow was Mr. Eubanks, who 
stood pat against all the other mem- 
bers of the committee who favored rent- 
ing the nearby H. Y. McCord building 
to accommodate the extra classes. 
Chairman Guinn stated that he strong- 
ly favored the latter plan, and Council- 
man Orme urged the board not to cut up 
the atuditorium. Mrs. Walker and Mrs. 
Moore both pleaded with the board to 
spare the auditorium, as the McCord 
building was in every way better guited 
for the purpose, and urged that it coulda 
be secured at less cost than it would 
require to remodel the auditorium. 
The board, however, ignored the atti- 
tude of the special committee it had 
appointed, and declared in favor of 
utilizing the auditorium. 

The board’s plan will be carried 
through in ten days’ time if council ap- 
proves the plan of the board at Mon- 
day’s meeting of council. The city fa- 
thers will then be asked to temporarily 
transfer $1,000 from the fund for teach- 
ers’ salaries to the item of partition- 
ing and installing heating apparatus 
in the school auditorium,

was extended further time to look into 
the question of relief for the East At- 
lanta district. Superintendent of 
Schools J. C. Wardlaw stated that there 
are thirty seventh grade pupils at the 
East Atlanta schoo] who have no seats, 
and fifteen first grade children. Fur- 
ther time was given George E. PHubanks’ 
special committee to allow it to make a 
choice between two possible sites in 
Fast Atlanta that the board will prob- 
ably rent for use as classrooms. 


Other Propositions Considered. 


Two other propositions were consid- 
ered by the board for relief of the Tenth 
Street school. One was to rent the for- 
mer Ellis home 6n Tenth street, and the 
other to rent the former McCord home 
at the corner of Juniper and Tenth 
streets.

A GRAVE RESPONSIBILITY. 


In view of the positive and emphatic as- 
surance of the general manager of the At- 
lanta water department that the extension 
of water service to Chambiee as proposed 
may seriously jeopardize the water supply 
of this city, it is difficult to see how the 
water board can square its action authoriz- 
ing such extension with what appears to be 
the best interests of the city. 

If Atlanta had an overabundant water 
supply it would be a different matter; but 
even before the application for this extended 
service for commercial purposes was made, 
it was generally conceded that the city’s 
water plant was insufficient and that addi- 
tional facilities were imperative. 

General Manager Zode Smith has been 
emphasizing this necessity for more than 


two years, and it must be assumed that he 


knows what he is talking about. 

The water board takes upon itself a 
terrible responsibility in overriding the atti- 
tude and recommendations and judgment of 
the general manager in this instance. 

It is, however, time yet, before the court 
hears the matter of a permanent injunction 
a week from today, to reconsider its action 
and to make it harmonize with what un- 
doubtedly is the universal sentiment of the 
city. 
It is a very serious matter for any board 
or commission to run in direct conflict with 
the opinion of a man chosen as the execu- 
tive head of any city department; and in 
doing that in this instance the water board 
assumes a weighty responsibility.

A BOIL IN THE AUDITORY CANAL. 

Excepting jumping toothache and bald- 
ness there is no more painful affliction than 
& boil in the ear canal. 

It is the result of sticking such things 
as hairpins and matches in the e&r in a 
mistaken effort to clean it. 

Boil in the ear canal is more painful, but 
less serious, than an abscess of the middle 
ear (“gathering in the ear’). It is less 
common than middle ear abscess in chil- 
dren. One distinguishing sign of boil in the 
outer ear canal is redness and soreness in 
front or back of the ear, and tenderness noted 
when the ear is pulled backward or forward; 
where as with acute inflammation or gath- 
ering in the inner ear no such soreness is 
present. With a boil in the ear it is painful 
to chew, but not with middle ear trouble. If 
the mastoid region, right behind the ear, is 
pressed upon gently it is very tender with 
boil in the ear; but such tenderness is only 
noted by firm pressure in bad cases of middle 
ear abscess. Finally, the outer ear canal is 
swollen so that it is difficult to look into 
it when boil is present, but the canal shows 
no change with middle ear inflammation. 
The hearing is only slightly if at all reduced 
with boil, but usually much reduced with 
inner ear inflammation. (When we say 
“Inner ear’. here we speak in the popular 
sense, and not in the medical sense). With 
boil in the ear canal ringing or head noises 
seldom bother the patient; with middle ear 
inflammation such symptoms are usually 
complained of, if the patient is old enough. 

Trying to scratch an itching ear canal with 
a dirty fingernail is a common cause of boil. 

In the early stage of boil of the ear canal, 
or when one is troubled with dry, itching 
ear canal, the careful application of 1 per 
cent yellow oxide of mercury ointment is 
helpful. 

If the boil is pointing it may be opened 
under a local anesthetic, but if not, then a 
general anesthetic is demanded, for the thing 
is extremely sore. And it must be opened 
freely and deeply, no mere “lancing.” Fre- 
quently no matter drains after the incision is 
made; but no matter, the knife brings sur- 
cease nevertheless. After the boil is opened 
or spontaneously breaks, the ear canal 
should be gently syringed several times a day 
with moderately strong saline solution, say a 
tablespoonful to a teacupful of warm water. 
And a bit of gauze should be Kept loosely 
packed in the canal and constantly wet with 
the solution. For the relief of pain, before 
the boil breaks, narrow wisps of cotton may 
be saturated with glycerin as hot as bear- 
able, and loosely twisted into the canal, 
every hour. Do not drop oil of any kind in 
the ear canal, under any circumstances. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Friends Make a Diagnosis. 


What makes my feet and limbs swell? 
In the mornings they are all right, but when 
I go to bed at night they are swollen up 
to the knees. We live on a farm and I 
have to be on my feet long hours. My 
friends thought it might be dropsy, so I 
am rather worried about it. Please advise 
me what I shontld do. (Mrs. B. O. M.) 

ANSWER—It is dropsy. But then you 
know that you have made no progress with 
vour diagnosis. “Dropsy” is swelling from 
any cause. Possibly the swelling comes from 
anemia, or from varicose veins, or from pro- 
nated feet. Still, I have no way of knowing, 
without examining you, whether vou may 
have a defective heart, or a tumor, or neph- 
ritis. Don't worry, and don't bother to seek 
the neighbors’ advice, but drive down and see 
the village doctor. He will be able to hefp 
you, if you don't procrastinate too long

I would like to take a milk diet but find 
it very constipating. Is there anything one 
can add to the milk to make it more laxa- 
tive? (R. G.) 

ANSW ER—MIIkK tI8 a pretty digestible food. 
If well digested there is little residue left 
in the intestine. Hence when milk is taken 
exclusively or as the chief part of the diet 
there is less need of bowel evacuations. Eat 
some fresh fruit or fruit juices apart from 
the milk feedings: or a baked apple: or some 
stewed prunes; or a bran gem with the milk; 
If your purpose fs to lose weight, these 
items have but trifling food value. If vour 
purpose is to increase weight, eat graham 
bread or crackers, or whole wheat bread, or

A School Principal 
Recounts Her Experience 
In Book-Selling Business 


Editor Constitution: 1 am a principal of 
one of Atlanta’s public schools. 

I have a school on the south side and that 
you may know who I am, I am attaching 
herewith my personal card for your own in- 
formation, as for reasons which you will 
readily understand it is best for me not ta 
Sign this communication for publication. Myy 
identity, however, known to you, is adequate 
guarantee of my good faith. 

I wish to thank you for every puble 
school teacher in Atlanta for your unanswer- 
able editorial] in Friday morning’s Conatitution 
headed “One Experiment Enough,” in which 
you protest against the newly established 
system by which, at the expense of school 
efficiency, the teachers of Atlanta are re- 
quired to devote practically the whole of the 
first school week to book selling. 

Let me give you my own experience: 

For three days my mind and the mind of 
every other teacher in my school has been 
literally in a whirl over the selling of school 
books. The teachers have to supply the chil- 
dren, collect the cash, and to see each night 
that the cash turned in balances with thete 
day’s sales. In turn, the principal has to 
keep a system of strict accounting, and when 
I returned to my home yesterday evening I 
took with nf several pounds of pennies, 
nickels, dimes and silver dollars in addition 
to a great roll of dollar bills. The total cash 
in my hands ran well up tnto the hundreds 
of dollars. 

This wasn't turned over to me until after 
the banks were closed, so I had to take the 
money home with me. 

After a hasty meal I proceeded to get my 
accounts straight. 

I immediately found myself in endless 
confusion. In dealing with all the teports 
and the cash submitted to me I could not get 
a cash balance, and finally In utter despair I 
telephoned a friend, who is an expert ac- 
countant, asking him to come over and help 
me to get my balance straight. After work- 
ing several hours this was finally done. 

Then came the worst part of my experi- 
ence. 

I had this money at home and I did not 
know what to do with it. I put it under my 
Pillow when I retired and I remained awake 
nearly all night thinking about it, fearing 
that someone might get It. 

I returned to my work the next morning 
almost a physical and mental wreck, with 
full knowledge that my school, like that 
of every other school in Atlanta, is several 
days behind in beginning ita regular work. 

Before we were required to go into the 
selling business every school tn Atlanta 
organized on the first day, and generally its 
regular business started the next day—cer- 
tainly not later than the day after. 

Under the new system the schools have 
lost practically a week, for there is not a 
school in the city of Atlanta that will be in 
full regular running order before next Mon- 
day. 

If the city is going into the book-selling 
business, why do we not do it upon the meth- 
od adopted in other cities of supplying the 
books through a regular commissary—re- 
lieving the teachers of a detail with which 
they should have nothing whatsoever to do, 
and which, if they* are required to assume, 
can only be done at the expense of the effi- 
eiency of the school system?

Fertilizer Plants Must 
Move Back, Declares Head 
Of Citizens’ Committee 


Editor. Constitution: Your editorial in 
Thursday's paper, “Locate the Nuisance,” has 
the true ring and is just to all parties con- 
cerned. 

Evefy one of these fertilizer plants at 
Belt Junction knew when they built their 
plants that sooner or tater they would be- 
come nuisances to the neighborhood and 
would have to move. They have made 
enough money in the last three years out of 
war profits togbuild a half dozen new plants 
and it will be no hardship on them to move, 

The people in this city, county and state 
are not willing to submit to the monstrous 
proposition of the attorney for one of these 
fertilizer plants in an evening paper that it 
would be better df the value of all homes of 
the people complaining in this neighborhood 
were destroyed than for the fertilizer plants 
to be broken up. 

Monstrous as this statement is, I will give 
him credit for leaving out the churches 
and the schools. 

Claims Inconsistent. 

The claim of these fertilizer plants so ve- 
hemently made that they have spent large 
sums of money for fume arrester appliances 
to keep down these odors is absolutely in- 
consistent with their assertions made just 
as veheméntly that no fumes or odors are 
discharged upon the community by them. 
What do they spend all of this money for if 
they have not been killing the trees and in- 
vading the territory, north, east, south and 
west of them for long distances with their 
fumes and odors? 

Dr. Johnsop, in his humble Presbyterian 
ehurch at Rock Springs, and his congrega- 
tion, have just the same right for protection 
that the grandest cathedral, or the richest 
congregation in the United States has; and 
the little school house at Rock - Springs, 
and the fine school house just built on Battle 
avenue, are entitled to the same protection 
as the grandest university that was ever 
built, and the humble home owners on Pied- 
mont avenue, in Peachtree Hills and in 
North Atlanta are entitled to the same pre- 
tection that the owners of the finest homes 
in Ansley Park or on Peachtree road are. 

Must Face Consequences. 

These plants cannot escape the conse- 
quences of the law by combining together 
and confusing the issue as to who is guilty. _ 

It is not hard to find out which one of 
them is the guiltiest of all, but it is up to the 
others to clear their skirts that they are 
not also guilty. Our position is that all of 
them are guilty. ; 

It takes a little time to perfect our or- 
ganization and get the machinery in motiof, 
but rest assured that every one of them ., 
going to have a chance to show whether or 
not it is guilty. 

The whole north and northeast side of 
town, and you might say that whole side of 
Fulten county, are concerned in having these 
nuisanees abated, because it will damage all 
property that has to pass these nuisances 
in its approach to Atlanta, and every busi- 
ness man knows it. Not a foot of territory 
from Druid Hills to Pace’s Ferry road wil] 
escape the blight of these fumes. 

These people will have to move back with 
their nuisances just like the slaughter houses 
and open sewers have to give way as develop- 
ment and home builders approach. They 
have no right to v&e their own property go 
as to damage other people's. ;

Sensational developments are expect- 
ed when the investigation of the mur- 
der in North Carolina of Mrs. Maude 
Augusta King is reopened by Solicitor 
Clement, of Concord, according to P. 
C. McDuffie, of Atlanta, who is the le- 
gal representative of Mrs. Anna L, Rob- 
inson, mother of Mrs. King, and also 
of the brothers of Mrs. King. Mr. Mc- 
Duffie returned to Atlanta yesterday 
from Concord, where he went to demand 
of Gaston B. Means, business manager 
of the murdered woman, an accounting 
of the estate, and will soon return to 
Carolina for the further investigation 
of the mysterious murder. 

Upon being informed of the death of 
Mrs. King under such suspicious cir- 
cumstances, Mr. McDuffie some time 
ago made a trip to Chicago, and suc- 
ceeded in having a post-mortem examit- 
nation of the body made, and the re- 
sult of the autopsy was the announce- 
ment of Coroner Hoffman, of Chicago, 
to the effect that in his opinion Mrs. 
King had met her death by foul play.

The 
commission has not thought it fair to re- 
quire the local traveling public to put 
up with all the inconvenience of restricted 
train service, while the facilities for inter- 
state travel were kept at the maximum of 
frequency and comfort. 

“In some tinstances where local service 
was proposed to be practically eliminated 
the carriers have suggested that their heavy 
interstate trains perform a substitute serv- 
ice. The commission has given careful 
consideration to these propositions, but aft- 
er trial, in one or more instances, has 
found this substitute service wholly inade- 
quate and unsatisfactory. 

‘These heavy interstate trains are whol- 
ly undependable for local traffic—it is the 
exception rather than the rule when they 
are on schedule time—and local travelers 
desiring to use them for a twenty-five or 
thirty-mile ride ought not to be compelled 
to wait for them for periods running from 
a half hour to five hours. 

‘‘Besides, the nominal schedules upon 
which they operate are not made with ref- 
erence to the convenience of local traffic, 
but are generally made with distant points 
and frequent connections at junction points 
more particulariy in view.

Large Crowd Sees 
Test of Candidates 
For Aerial Service 


America Has the Finest 
Material for the Making of 
Aviators in World, Asserts 
Major Isaac H. Jones. 


Atlanta has in the Tech Aviation 
camp one of the most important aerial 
schools in the country, according to Ma- 
jor Isaac H. Jones, of Philadelphia, di- 
rector of physical tests in the national 
aviation department, who, last night, 
made a most interesting and timely ad- 
dress before a large audience of At- 
Jjantans at Taft hall. Major Jones 
asserted that America has the finest 
material of any nation in the world 
for the making of efficient airmen, 

His address dealt with the qualities 
that are deemed essential for a success- 
ful aviator. Speaking on the standard 
of physical fitness exacted by the Unit- 
ed States of candidates for this branch 
of service, he took occasion to dispel 
the impression regarding the ultra- 
rigid physical examinations for bird- 
men. 

Mental Equilibrium. 

Major Jones stated that the most 
important part of. the physical tests 
concerned the applicant's mental: equi- 
librium, the condition of his nerves and 
the 4evelopment and acuteness of the 
three most important organs to an air- 
man—the eye, ear and muscle senses. 

The ear and the part it played in an 
aviator’s life was given particular at- 
tention, special empNasis being placed 
on the relation of the ear and the men- 
tal faculties, which determines, he 
said, a man’s degree of mental poise. 

The muscle sense, he said, is valuable 
to an aviator in that it serves to act 
as a guide when he is “marooned in 
and helps airmen to pick the 
proper course, 

“The qualities that determine one’s 
fitness for air services,” said Major 
Jones, “have been sifted to a mathe- 
matical analysis. Analysis of the hu- 
man brain can be made, to a certain 
extent, by a mathematical-mechanical 
process, and it is largely in this man- 
ner that the United States government 
gives tests to adjudge the fitness of 
candidates for enlistment in her air 
service. The eye, ear and muscle 
senses and their relations to the brain 
and other nerves have a great deal 
to do with this. It is by a mathemat- 
ical and mechanical system that we 
analyze the relations of these organs 
and their adjuncte, 

“The internal ear contains a little 
fuzzy growth that inclines in the op- 
posite direction to the one in which we 
are traveling. It has an important 
bearing on the conditions of other or- 
gans. It is this that betrays a can- 
didate’s lack of poise and equilibrium, 
If these organs are not in the proper 
conditioiu, he can be misled into beliey- 
ing that he traveling in a direction 
omer than the one in which he really 
is moving.” 

Candidates Examined. 


= Jones’ lecture was accompa- 
»y motion pictures that illustrated 
The pictures were il- 
lustrative of the mental reaction of 
candidates while undergoing tests. 

To further explain his illustrations, 
he personally conducted two candidates 
for enlistment in air service through 
the examination, the examination being 
order that the 
audience could better understand the 
method. 

The tests were given while the men 
were seated in the Barany chair, pat- 
terned much after those commonly used 
in clinics. The candidates, whose eyes 
were closed, were required to tell the 
direction in which they were moving 
while the chair was being turned. The 
chair was provided with a handle at 
the top, by — Major Jones kept it 
pavbty ine. th candidates were at 
times in ignorance of the direction in 
which it was turning, while at other 
times they did not seem to be clear 
whether or not they were moving. The 
result of the examination, from the 
candidates’ point of view, was not an- 
nounced. 

Major Jones covered during the 
course of his speech the progress that 
was being made along aerial lines by 
the belligerent nations before the ad- 
vent ofthe United States into the war. 
He -expressed himself, however, as be- 
ing confident that America would rank 
among the leading nations of the world 
in military aviation. He cited an in- 
stance that gave a relative comparison 
between the United States aviation 
conps and that of other nations. An 
applicant for enlistment in the Amer- 
ican corps, he said, was rejected be- 
cause of being physically unfit. A 
few months later he sailed to France
